FRENCH FUNERALS. 

IIow Tluty ai'e Con«l ucfeil"01- 
tieinl uixl Otiior I'roc€<UiiSi>. 

(London Truth.) 

The l^reucli way of discburgiiit; the 
last duties to the dead are, on the 
whole, bettor for the living than the 
Engli.'jh. Those .relatives- of the do- 
censed peraous" who have' most cause 
for grief are obliged to fight against it 
in [jlaying tlie leading piirt in tho fu- 
neral coreiiionins. Before these conio 
of]' there is the liusine.sH of ordering tlie 
mouruiug, and, in the case of a lady 
or iadies, getting"TlrtlriKl* on. This 
seems fearfully harsh necessity, lint 
it draws out, by the e.xHrtion it ini- 
poBes, moral energy, iintl helps lo chaBO 
oppres.sivolp lugulirious icleaa. Tho 
inounung slio]) seud.s its most clov(>r 
I uud well iuanneretl young lady to take 
the orders ahd the raeasurement.s, and 
then a dressmaker to do the fitting on, 
who hn.s jiractised tlie art of not iiialcing 
herself a nuisance, of getting through 
lier work rapidlv and def'ly, and of 
really us a balm to liaraBsud m.-rves. 
"The young lu(ly"ia "au.sai bieii stylt-e," 
and acts oii the touch and-go ])rinci|j'e. 
I dare sa^ that she has ascertained at 
the concierge's the paying power of the 
person or jiersons to whom she may be 
sent to take ortlers, so as to bo able to 
riiibo her prices witiiout forcing iIkmii 
to reinoiistrtvte. She abates tiimn read- 
ily when she liial.s she has too fnr, and 
her Buggeations as to stuffs and fashions 
to be ordered sound like the merest 
hints. One feels that eirerythiug will 
be well done, and to the moment, as 
the clock strikes. The only occasions 
on whicli the Froiieh aro strictly piinc- 
tuul is in aujipiying mourning and con- 
:l;;:-^'ng fuiieralti. A dreadful ordeal is 
the receiving the vi.sit of the olliciul 
doctor seiiu by the Mayoralty of tin; 
arrondiFSaient to register tins death in 
tho hou^e in which it has lalren [)lace. 
Uii inspection of the paper that ho lills 
uji the order for burial is given. Tliis 
medical officer hjis generally become 
what he i^ becaUBO he could: nGi do 
anything better. He" has setiri eo.much 
of uiortu.iry bouses as to be insensible 
stick or stone. Uein;,^ t\ functionary, he 
is overbearing, and, being a mere no- 
body he stands on his dignity. Jf he 
mislays a paper he fusaea and fumes 
until he tinds it. He ia irrilaiingly 
raeticuleux, from which it does not 
follow tliat he is exact in his inscrip 
tions. The number of questions he asks 
is eiulli^srt. Ho has Lo be shown tbo 
laat prencri[itioii of iIh; doctor who at- 
tended the defunct., and the name of 
tho chemist who made up the medicine. 
.If it be a widow who has to an.swer, 
she tells where she was born, her age, 
how many children she Las had, and 
whether they are all alive. The birth 
place of the dead person i.s demaucicd, 
.iiul the medical oiliuer nsk.s, when it is 
in a foreign land how it. is wpelt, but 
does not B|)ell it properly, and would 
resent any attempt made to correct 
him. As he writes the name it might 
H8 well be in Thibet as in Kngland. I 
shall not go into any of tho details 
which ])recedo the arrival of the com- 
pany invited to the funeral. A widow 
and her children (when she has any) 
are expected to receive those who come, 
and reply to coiiipliiiients suitable to 
the occasion. Though family aU'eolion 
is perhaps stronger in Fi ance than in 
any other country, French peopli: go 
through the ordetil without clauiorous 
grief. The signal for departure to the 
churcl.' where tho obsequies are to be 
held ia given by a mauterof the cere- 
monies, who is part of the geperal ar- 
rangements. ' 1 can't think in what 
school of manners he graduated. There 
:b wonderful style in ilio nianiuir in 
which lie enter.'?, with his mantle sligh t- 
ly thrown back and his three-cornered 
hat in hand, anil says: 

"Quand cela fera plaisir a la faui- 
illel" I never saw a lord chamberlain 
with a more courtly air. He is an arti- 
liciul creature, but tle.xible and at his 
ease, his art having become a . second 
iiaLuri>. Ctiesterlicld, 1 should imagine, 
had just such an I'.ir when ho entered 
a room. The iiiiiba are clad in tigbts 
and silk atocking.i, and the feet shod 
pumps, with buckles. Jf there be any 
hilch, tho courtliuoss is lost in an e.x- 
jjroHsiun of iin[)HlieiiC(!. When lads are 
chief mourners, tlii;y are apt to get 
away from th>? reception to hide grief. 
H ihey are not back at the nick of 
lime, the master of the ceremonies 
breaks out, and hurries off any other 
members of the family lie can find, as 
if to execution. He places the ladies 
according to their degrees of relation- 
ship in the mourning coaches, deler- 
inines tlie distances which should sej)- 
arate the chief mourners, who walk 
nearest to the liearso from it and the- 
general coin])ai!y, and when there are 
no coaches, places the ladies in the rear 
where they kee]i together. In the 
church lie marahals the family to the 
seats nearest to the chancel, showing 
the ladies to the left and the gentle- 
men to the right of the catafalco. He 
also shows them out, and tells them in 
what order they are to stand next the 
door in order to receive the salutations 
of those who are to follow them out. 
.f\.il this inise oii sceiie is salutary for 
tlioao who are grief harrowed. Tho 
homely "Move on" of the policeman 
exiiresses nature's central law. There 
is no time when it is better to prendre 
son courage dans lesTdenx'/mains, and 
fight against Borrowrj tlian when one 
sufifers from a cruel bereavement.

A ICkssiiiii Fioiilla for tlic Oxiis 

Ofti)t. Burkotr, a Russian naval of- 
ficer, has set out from Kazala with the 
Aral fleet, and in a week or two steam- 
ers will bo running on the Oxus to the 
Afghan ferries between Khoja, Saleh 
and Balkb. Brukofil^ is the officer who 
some years ago demonstrated the river 
Oxus lo be navigable as far as Afghaii- 
i.sth'.i, aiul is appointed in charge of 
what ii>u.st for the future be known as 
the "Oxus: llotilhi," until more doBnito 
arrangeuienla are made respecting its 
future. Since the summer of last year 
the Governmenfi has . been negotiating 
with n Moscow (.syndicate to toko over 
the Aral fleet and develop it for mer- 
eiintile ])urposen, receiving in return an 
-annua! sub.'iidy froii; the State. Tho 
terms demanded by \.\\» syndicate, how- 
over, have been too onerous foracce])t- 
(ince, and until better ones are forth- 
coming, tho Government will control 
the navigation service itself. In its pre- 
sent fi'rm the .Aral Itotilla i.s not very 
formidable lo any but Asiatics, the (ivo 
.Htoiniers composing it being somewhat 
old and worn. The best is the Samar- 
eaiul; built by Cockerill in I8GG. This 
i.s 150 feet long, i'l- feet broad, '1\ feet 
in draught, displacing 1()7 tons, and 
having engines of 77 nominal and 213 
indicated liors'' power. Her armament 
comprises two -J-pounders, two 3(1- 
pound howitzers and two G pound car- 
ronades, suflicient, in sort, to scare tlie 
notuads and confront any euomy ex- 
C'pt the Afghan horse artillery, wliii-h 
A meer could aend to the banks of ths 
(>xus from llalkh. It must not bo 
overlooktMl. however, that once Llus- 
sia CDin|)lytes her Askabad railway to 
Oux, she will be able to transport from 
tho Caspian to that river any number 
of small steamers on railway trucks. 
Only last suinmor she dispaidied fifty 
toi [)edo cutlers from St. Petersburg to 
Sebastopol by railway, and us soon as 
the Tjaiiscaspian line ia finished, khe 
will be able to do the same thing iu 
Central Asia.— Engineering.

THE ENOLISIJ GOMMONiS. 

Sdisbury's gijveriimoiit was defeated 
'with Ihe aid of tha Parnell contincient, 
by a majority about equi^l to the latter'a 
strength, the votebuing 329 to 250. But 

though aliortlived, tho iiiiirquis' ndmiii- 
ifllnition wns coiiaiatont. While exhibit- 
ill!; a tondeticy fur coercing Irolaiid he 
was invulnerable to cotrcion from hor lo- 
preaentatives, unci thurefore the man whci 
proposes to sway the balance of political 
puwur ill the coninioiis haa found a more 
pliiuit aubject, in the "grand old man" 
wild steps into power oncu more, proba 
bly at the expense ef even liis mild views 
%¥ith regard to Engliiih rule in Ireland. 
The conaervative govornraent wore forced 
on tho quartor-deck of tho ship of state; 
they did not seek it, and accepted tho 
defeat which they knew would onsiio 
upon the aliglitest sunpiciou of a vigorous 
home policy. They wore boycotloil in 
the, house becijuae, forsooth, they would 
hiivo stopped boycotting in Irelund. 
But they have nothing to be ashamod of; 
they met ihe decision bravely, and \reut 
down with flying colors. The cable men 
tiouB the possibility of aa appeal to the 
country and though the expense this ifoald 
entail in extremely heavy it would perhaps 
provo tho more eoouomical method of solv- 
iuf- the present situation. If Olndstouo 
fnniiB a governnioiit it will remain in power 
at the niert'yof ParuuU. The reform nious- 
ures for whicli tha home ruler may preHrt 
may he rea.somibla or e^^travaguut ; but it 
aooms pretty evident that, whatever lliey 
may bo, a refusal to uncompromisingly 
accede to them may place Gladstone in a 
position exactly similar to that occupied by 
the consorvative government on tho ameud- 
ment vote' upon ths ' queen's gpeooh, 
Though it may be urgsd nrith some truth 
that no important condBssions to tho Irinh 
peot)le have ever been granted without com- 
pulsion, still the fact that an English gov- 
erumout shoul'l retain power simply upon 
Irish sutl'erauco is without preccdout. Dur- 
ing the live years of Gliulstoae's Inst term 
of olUoe the frish question has been the main 
homo one. llo at once reversed DiBriieli's 
policy with reguril to that mihiippy coun- 
try, yet seems during all that time to have 
formulated uo purticular remedial one of 
his own. His buugliug foreign adMiiuEtru- 
tion cost him many supporters a'.-.d tli9 
Irish element of the house began to assume 
more threatening proportioin. Tinao was 
when P^irnell besought in vain what lie is 
in a position now to demand; and circum 
stances seem to hiivo wade tho words of 
Burke prophetic: "Grant ua this meaauro 
now, and we will thank you. Refuse, and 
the time will oome when we will obtsin 
our demand and give you no thanks into 
the bargain." It has been urged for Par- 
noil that he is rather conservative than 
revolutionary 'n his principle.^; cool and 
calculating rather than hot-hoaded; and 
that his demands fur reform and establish 
ment of national government in Ireland 
could be adopted on grounds of general 
advisability rather than those of aistual 
oompulsion. In spite, however, of the 
possibility of all this, tho teuura of ollice 
by the liberals would be tooaliyht for tho 
administration of (^--oai imperial matters 
to be conducted wi.h ci nfidonco, and it 
may yet bo deemed best for Great Britaiu 
that her people should be once again ap- 
pealed to — that each party should be more 
pronounced in its views upon home rule; 
and that upon that policy, aa advocated, 
could the British public decide without 
compulsion as to the merits of the reme- 
dial measures proposed for Ireland.

GERMANY. 
Berlin, Jan, 28. — Prince BiBiiinrck 
to-day in debate in Prussian landtag, on 
the oxpuhicsi of the Poles from Germany, 
made a remarkable speech occupying two 
hours in dolivury. He said tho primary 
cause for the govern inant's action was the 
disloyalty of the Pules to the Oeruuui 
crown, They wore, ho said, constantly 
engaged in intri^;ue3 ai^aiiiat the govern- 
moiit, and had madu the most steady an- 
noyance to Prussia by acting aa accom- 
plicea of the apposition in German par- 
liament. They efleuted n majority ugaiust 
tho government, and tha orowu could do 
iiothiug else than deny the demands of such 
a niajoriiy, or th-stroy the evil elements 
which madu that majority possibli'. 
"Prussia, " eoutimuul the chancellor, "has 
deturniiiieil to buy out iill veal t stalo owned 
by Polish nobles in PrussLau Poland, and 
place Gorman oolouiHts on the laud hitherto 
occupied by tho oxpt-llcd pcopU-, in order to 
make colonization eusuro periuaiieut beue- 
Ht to the empire. I'lo' onlouists will bo 
prohibited from miirryiii;^ I'lilos. " Tho 
ohauceUor, with great auiniatiou, said tha 
empire would never cunoeile the restora- 
tion of Poland nor a hnir's-breudth iu tbt.t, 
direction. Kehgion la in no way conueoted 
with the eipulsiou,

It is well known 
that there are many white men in Victoria 
who do not know which way to look for a 
meal, and can get no work. Tlie writer 
has seen many men lately who have vi.sit- 
ed every railroad camp from Nanaimo to 
Qoldatreatn — packing their blankets— of- 
ten sleeping out in this inclement weather 
and in rain, looking for work — even as 
one sadly expressed it, "to earn their 
grub." 

Thu streets of Victoria aro in a bad 
condition. Could not tho corporation or- 
ganize a system of relief works, such as 
obtains in many eastern citieal Pay 
able-bodied white men, say $1 per day, 
and »ell tn thuse that work tickets, enti- 
tling them to three meals a day, say at the 
rate of 10 cents pur meal.

Word was aoiit to lUr, Van 
Volkenburg's alaughtur-liou.Me, and one of 
thu men came down and killed her. Dur- 
ing tho brief period in vfhich tho heif':r 
held tha fort there was great exottenient 
among tho ooaatera, but the young people 
displayed a heroism worthy of all praise.

A, few days'-'ago" there sailed for Eng- 
land a young man whose career would 
furnish materials enough to oonstruet a 
romance out of. Uia father was a younger 
son of a good family, and related col- 
laterally to a baronet of old descoiit, 
living on a valuable eatate in cue of the 
Midland' counties. He was somewhat 
wild in his yotith, and a olevJr amateur 
actor. A junior clerkship was procured 
fjr him in -the treasury, and ho used to 
spend as many of hia evenings as ho could 
in Olio or other of the theatres, where 
lis." fell in lovo with and married a 
pretty ballet-girl, whose father was 
ilie stsge doorkeeper, -and whose mother 
was the wardrobe woman in the theatre 
from which her husband took h^r. The 
union gave great offence to his frieuda, who 
found very little dilHcuUy in prevailing 
u))ou him to quit Eugland iiud go out to 
Australia, accouipauied wdth bis wife, fur- 
iiiBlird with the sum of X500 ovor aud 
above tht-ir [lassago money. During tha 
pasriajjo a son was boru to them, and a seri- 
ous disaster befell the child's father.

But 
she was a bravo little woman, and soon 
obluiiietl uUL-ugiigcinentat theTheatre Royal 
uudc-r her aiaideu nanio, and was enabled to 
maintain and give a fair oducatioii to hor 
buy. She died of cancor before ha was 
17,utid hia life since then — which was 
about live years ago — has been one of 
vicissitudes. Latterly he has been acting 
as waiter at one nf our restaurants, where 
a eortairi inherited olugnnco of manner 
and rcdiiioment of accent on hia part have 
often caused me to apcculatn as to hia his- 
tory. By chance I had the opportunity 
of rendering him a trilling service, which 
encouraged his confidence, Rud he told 
me Ilia peraonal history.

I called hia attention to 
it, aud the result was the opening up of a 
uuii-tiiipondence ^ith a Srm of >e1ieiton in 
Lincoln's Inn Fields, followed in due timo 
by a roinitlanco from tliein and the infor- 
mation t hat ho hud succeeded to a barcnet- 
cy and £12,000 a year. No less than 
three lives had stood botwean him and it 
when tho old ponaeaaor of the title died, 
but thc.ie three, had all been reiu-Jved by 
accident in the short space of eighteen 
mouths. One had been drowned while 
b.itliing near Mount Agnail, in Jersey, a 
second bad clipped into a cravasse upon 
tho Alps, and a third had broken his neck 
while riding to hounds iu his own county.

Hon. Mr. Smitlie presented the report 
of the chief coramiesionor of lands and 
works for 1885. 

IIBUT. -govkhnok's, .Sl'KUcn. 
Mr, O. Wilson moved, in reference to 
the lieut. governor's 'speaob, a reply ox- 
prcaoing general'conciirronce therein, and 
alluded to there being in it material 
enough for a ceiiGral essay on tho province. 
The Canadiiui Fticitio rail.v.iy, lliougb not 
yat ready fur tralbo, was uUeady felt to be 
baneficial — spoaking, however, aolely in 
regard to.eipuuditure on construction; for 
the high freight rates^and 'cost of trans- 
port, while'actually extortionate, had on- 
tailed aerioua loss, beoauao they had driven 
out of cDiiipetilion other meana of car- 
riage. WliBii thia hud been remedied the 
province iniyht uipeot aunie more aubatan 
tial benefits to accrue in this regard. Tlie 
houae had been very liberal in aaaisting 
all works of- a public nature by granting 
large (piantitiea of land Speaking of tho 
0. P. R. he would any there waa 
not ono corporation in the province pua- 
seaaiiig siiuii yi^anlic pnwer as that com 
pany— the power, uliunat, of controlling 
tho governniont itaelf ; .^lld it waa for thia 
houao to see that Llmae powera and privi 
logos wore properly curtailed. While con- 
gratulating iho houae upon t'hb iribreased 
number of settlers, ha thought reference 
was appropriate to the largo iiumiier of 
imported agricultural geoda, which waa a 
diacreditable state of all'airs, and one that 
urgently called for aouio auggeslioiia of 
remedy. The graving dock svas a matter 
on which the huuao and whole provineo 
ahould bo coiigiutulated upon its having 
so nearly approached completion without 
co&t to the provineo. Ho rapeated, with- 
out coat — in epito of the member for 
Kootonay shaking his head. The province 
might bu liiflor of the 1 ,500,000 acres of 
Peace river lands, bub it waa a tiuestioii 
whether anyone oould be said to have lost 
anything which hd did not know he poa- 
aeaaed. .\t any rate it waa better to pay 
for the dock that way than to have had to 
pay for it nut of iiRniey that would other- 
wiae have been expended on road.s, atn'i t.i 
and bridjjea. (Eloar, hear). Une thing 
waa certAin; thp moat iinp^ortant resource 
of tiie province wksithat of mining. (Hear, 
hoar). It bad been iinpossible for the last 
few years to gel capilal iiive.-itiMl in iniiiea. 
J I could be prucurod lor funii hinds, I'ur 
town lota, or other such iiiveatineuls, but 
not for niiiiing. Tina u.xoeptii.'ti would 
not much l»uger apply to mining; for 
with reaaouablc means gf transport to the 
mines they would rapidly develope. While 
he had no particular faith in tho placer 
mining of the Big Hend district, he 
waa brnily cimvinoed of tlio wealth of 
their lodes. (.Bear). Tho question of the 
right of tho.pro.viuce.or the. Dominion to 
oonti;61 the' minetalsTwithin the belt would 
have to be fought out by some private- in- 
dividual. Kevortheleaa ho thought it was 
the duty of thia house to get the Domin- 
ion government to coiiforai their mining 
laws inoro nearly tu thuaoef the pruviiice. 
Speaking of Chinese realiiction, while 
atruugly in favor of such, ho did not think 
it advisable for a parliiiniont to legiHlato 
on such a dehaleablo question in its hist 
aession. There waa atill a iliverniiy a 
public opiiiRiii on tho ipiestion and he 
thought befuru anything more waa dime, 
membera should consult with their ooii- 
stituouts when the lattera' minds wore 
engrossed on the aubjeot-r-»uoh aa- at ■ the 
the lime of a Korieral eleation.'' Oiie thing 
he would Bay; Those Chinese now here 
aliould bo fairly and Bcpiaroly treated. 
The adrni-wiBtratiun of justice had received 
in its high funotiona tho moat decided 
support fr.^^l that homo. Tho conaolida- 
tion of the, criminal statutoa should bo 
effected. (The hon^ member: Here outlined 
a basis upon which such could be dune.) 
If there was ono thing more than another 
that needed uLijualineii t it waa tho (jnes- 
tion of the water righta of fanoera. 
Miners, almo.Kt without exception, wore 
careful to coi.'h.nii to the statutu in thiaroa- 
pect; hut ful'auniuiiiexplioiiblereason such 
waa seldom the case in regard tu fanners. 
The law had time and again been strained 
in favor of fanners' reoorda of water 
rights for irrigation, but atill tho general 
lax metjiod of recording Bcomed to prevail 
and it wt^aJib iinportaiit aa to call for a 
aommiasion to consider what waa best to 
bedonoin the interests of thia class. Tlio 
last aubject bo aliuuld allude to ho coulil 
speak uf with pleasure — the prosperous 
condition of the revenue which furnished 
solid proof that tho pruviiice was entering 
upon an era of great prosperity. (Ap- 
plause.) A ' '- i 

Mr. Theo. D^vie, in seconding the 
motion, aaid, if it wore the case that the 
revonuo had con.iidoraldy u.xeeoded the 
"Xpandilure it wna a matter for congratu- 
lation; but it alao furnialied ii lesson that 
tho nocossity for proportionate expendi- 
ture ahould bu appreciated, and that the 
public money should not be disponnud 
with a ni),;gardly hand. The country at 
present win uiidnubtedly prosperous. Re- 
mark the pr'-igreas of Victoria for iiistanoe, 
Even its inhabitants, upon whom changof, 
so gradual ope vould iliinU would make 
no impreatfion, nolicod the fact. While 
speaking of Victoria ho had not loat sight 
of other portions of the province wliioii 
had grown in proportion. But in oongra- 
lulating tho governiiieiit on the prosperity 
of thouuuntry there waa a very grim con- 
sideration on the other hand— the fact that 
there was a greater degree of poverty and 
suffering in the province than had ever 
obtained there bofore. It waa wrong to 
pretend if^iiore tho cuaes of abaolute want 
— oases almost of starvation. Tho m ro 
pressing ot thesjj had boon alleviated. Tho 
Chinese poor 'b£ Victoria, however, wero 
in a more general state uf want, and while 
there was talk of aoup kitchens for thero, 
for aome inox|)licable reason ouch hud 
nor yet been started. Though poverty 
and prosperity, it seemed to him, wont 
hand in had, still thin pre.Honl atato uf 
things had undoubtedly not existed bo- 
fore tho foriiiatioii of ayiidicatos — and 
syndicates, it could not tie denied, were 
very hard nuts for working men to crack. 
(Mr. Allen, loudly: Hoar, liuar.) It had 
boon claiined with aiunoHhoiy of plausibil- 
ity, that tho ftovern'munt had been »n- 
(jouraging monopoly and syndicates by 
giving away land and favoring tliein at 
the expense of the poorer olaBtea. Tliere 
wnaa cry of the "(jive away" policy uf the 
government. The 1,500,000 .icros of Ptiiirii 
river land hiid- not btfcn giyon f^wayj :t 
wna atill tl^oro, and q)l tiiat )iad roally 
been dunp lyaii the liiruiahiiig o^ a pros- 
pect for its settlement— a settlement 
whicjh cowld^n^ver have oome from - this 
aide wKeh ■''Buofil'V'barffoYiof .mou^ 
existed between that land and 
the x'ojt of tho province.

It waa perhaps 
true that the province was happier before 
the ideas of either the Island or Canadian 
Pacitlc rnilwnys were concoivod, but tho 
luiman mind wim so constituted that it was 
continually looking iu tho future. The 
provineo wanted both, and it was getting 
them. With regard to tho graving dock, it 
w.is simply giving away a liability. Kf, to 
the Kooteuay bill, with the coiporatiou's 
750,000 acres, ho wonlil say that tho houae 
would not permit thorn to retain 10,000 
acres of the best land and refuse to pay 
taxes ou tho.remainder. (Hear, hear.) He 
believed the reason that the company had 
not fulfilled all the stipulations required of 
them was becanae of their perhaps fruitleas 
endeavors to tloat their stock ou n toroign 
market. He had thus slightly foreshadow 
his views, but wished to add that bo doomed 
the uniloubteil distress which pruvailed 
among .some iu lh<! province was due to the 
large number of Chinese in tho country. 
Still, with the opening up of resources, a 
remedy woultl arise, and oven aa nature 
Bcen'ied to correct hor own excesses, ao 
would it como about that tho lata gold dis- 
covery in the Siniilkameen district would 
furnish tho poor man with an opportunity 
to recoup himself and iu some oases,, per- 
haps, to become passably rich. It was 
evident that while the Chinese did i ot dis- 
cover gold they followed in the wake ot the 
white man. They must live, and what was 
to be done? It would not do to flood the 
n\ines with the largo unmber of Ghiiiose 
now in tho country. Their condition of 
waul showed itSLdf in Victoria. \o ben 
rousts iu thu oily were safe, burgliiriea wero 
coaunitled every night; a dozen petty 
larceny cases were licmd almost every day 
and ill nearly every case tho Hubjeeta wore 
(Tiiiu-se, and when convicted their piglliiis 
were shorn oil". The country, ho thought, 
waa getting hot for the Chinese, and tho 
proposition to assist them awiiy was not 
such a very chimerical one as might bo 
imagined. It would open the labor hold 
for tho whites; and tho objection that tliesu 
Chinese so departing woukl lakn eertilicatea 
[or their n-tinii could be met by a jirovisiuu 
that thu iLssislanee i<iveu them eouUl bu 
uiade subject to the forfuilnro of their right 
to demand sv.uk ceitiru.'ates. Thirtuoii hun- 
dred Chiue.-ie liad h.-ft for China voluntarily 
sinee hist .\ugiisl, und tho iiumbor willing 
to go if helped must be proportionately 
greater. .Jfe heard his honorable friond 
from Yale (Air. SpiuHu) ask about tfa&G.OOO 
acre /'give away" at Cool Harbor. In 
ausweV to'thalrhe would refer him to his 
friond on the Teft (Mr. 0rant), who knew 
all about it. IJo was not jiartienlurly in- 
ffirined on the subject himself, mil being 
partirnho'ly internslcl, but would contfiU 
himself by s.iying that fruiii a national point 
of view ho thought the farther west thi'line 
could be brought the bettor lor the oountry 
at large. (Ilcnr, hoar) Passing ou, the 
honorable member spoko of the necessity 
for a cenlrali/.ed court bouse for tho city of 
Victoria. It was « provincial uecesaity, 
riMiuired to be in a central position, and 
would cause a beuclieiul circulation of 
niuuey iu coustrueliou. All those rerinire- 
m. uts or.ld 'u«' filiod by the choice of tho 
old gaol a.s a site. The suggestion of a 
market was a good one and cuiild bo had in 
addition, Imt tho site lueutiuiied was not 
suit-able for the latter. The speaker dwelt 
at some length upon the iucoiivenionco and 
loss of time eiitailud upon those attoiuling 
tho court in any cai>acity by the coui])aralive 
remoteneaa of the court as at present 
situated; and which, moreover, was in- 
adequate for the carrying on of tho bua- 
iiiesa of tho CDUQtry. He hoped to aoe 
the govurninent introduce some me.i8ure 
thia aeuaion to meet tho above require- 
ment. Ill conclusion, while congratulat- 
ing tho government on thoir showing he 
alao wiahed to congratulate the hon. 
leader of the opposition on what soomed 
to be the permanent recovery of his 
health. [Applause.] Uu had aoinutiinea 
criticized his acta must strongly, and, 
perhaps, on seme occaaioiia unjustly. Ho 
would say before the houao that any 
heated or unkind remarks he Ii.'-d made 
toward that hon. gentleman he now re- 
tracted In a manly way.

The speaker then sat down amidst loud 
apphitiso.

Hon. W. Sniitho moved that the speech 
bo taken as read; thouc'.i if the hon 
member, could give a g'"od person for its 
being again fully read he would pliioGi,no 
obstacle in the way, but unless suoh was 
tho case he objec'ed to tho time of the 
h.jiise being taken up.

Mr. Beaven, eeconded by Mr. (hil- 
braith, I'iiuvud that the speech be taken 
up clause by glaiiae.
